It  was  a  productive  year  for  CCA’s  advocacy  efforts.  We  successfully  modified  the 
Park  Fee  Ordinance  and  the  Hybrid  Industrial  Live/Work  Zone  to  make  them  more 
flexible.  CCA  also  tackled  the  requirement  to  have  all  employers  pay  for  a  set 
amount  of  sick  days  and  were  able  to  strike  a  balance.  Finally,  the  Downtown  Los 
Angeles  Mobility  Plan  was  funded.

We  are  concerned  that  current 
plans  for  the  portal  and  corresponding 
turn-back  yard  could  make  stations 
farther  south  infeasible.  CCA  will 
continue  to  actively  engage  Metro  on 
this  issue.
